Mr. Replogle, who is. head of a big steel com­ 
pany, testified that he was at Palm Beach in Jan­ 
uary, and, acting upon the suggestion of a resort 
acquaintance, bought 1,250 000 bushels of wheat 
at $1.03 and $1.04. 
Before May 1, he had dis­ 
posed of his purchase at prices rangiffe from $1.13 
to $1.40 and his profit on the little flier was be­ 
tween $300,00*0 and $400,000. 
He said that he 
bought the wheat outright-and did not deal in 
i 


weeks jhere has been a considerable 
of jjmrine tragedies.
